WELL KNOWN RESIDENT PASSES 
AWAY AT BONITA AVE¬ 
NUE RESIDENCE 

Captain William Wallace passed 
away Saturday morning, March 21), at 
his home on Bonita avenue, at the 
age of 78 years. He had been in feeble 
health for some time so his passing 
was not unexpected. 

Born In Philadelphia, Mr. Wallace 
spent his early life In that city anil j 
in New Jersey, removing with his 
parents to Illinois at the age of twenty 
ind settling on a farm south of New¬ 
ark. He passed three years in the ser¬ 
vice of the Union during the Civil War, 
enlisting as a sergeant In Co. li. 13th 
Illinois Infantry, and being mustered 
out as a lirst lieutenant. He married 
lane A. Neff In 1858. After the war 
they resided in Pittsburg, Pa., Des 
Plainest III., and Beave$ Pa. Mrs. 
Wallace passed away at Beaver in 1899. 

Captain Wallace returned to Sand¬ 
wich, 111., where lit* married Miss Em¬ 
ma E. Cone In 1902, After living for a 
time in Chicago.and Aurora they came 
to California in 1906. They located In 
Long Reach hut have resided In Sierra 
Madre since 1911. While In Sandwich, 
III., Captain Wallace became a member 
of the Methodist church, and on coming 
to Sierra Madre became affiliated with 
the Congregational church of which he 
was a faithful member, attending ser¬ 
vices regularly until his feebleness 
kept him at home. 

Funeral services were conducted by 
his pastor, Rev. W. H. Hannaford, In 
the parlors of Renaker A* Gay on Mon¬ 
day. March 31. The remains were laid 
to rest In Rosedale cemetery, Los An¬ 
geles. in the plot of ground owned by 
Stanton Post, G. A. R.. of which Cap- 
lain Wallace was a member, t ulcers 
of the post conducted the burial ser¬ 
vices according to the ritual of the 
order. 

Resides the sorrowing wife and n 
multitude of friends there are left to 
mourn Captain Wallace an only child, 
Mrs. Marla Rasley of pittshurg. and 
lur three children; title sister. Mrs. H.

These trees are native to 
our Sierra Madre mountains and so 
are peculiarly appropriate In the tract 
so near the foot of the slope. The form 
of their roots makes it possible to 
move a large quantity of earth when 
transplanting, which should be favor¬ 
able to quick growth of the young
